The very ſlaves, where Chriſt amidſt them ſtands, 
In deep conterffpt do {mite him with their hands. 
At break of day the priefts and elders all 
Do lead him out to Pilate's judgment hall, 
And call for judgment on him inſtantly, 
Demanding that he will him cruci fy. 
Pilate examines him, and from the ſenſe 
He had of his unſpotted tnnocence 
Endeavours to releaſe, and ſet him tree ; 
But all in vain for nought will ſatisfy 
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Come then ye ſaints, oh ! come with one accord 
Zehold the ſuff'rings of your dying Lord, 
Behold him ſcourg'd ; how all his body round, 
The laſhing whip makes one continu'd wound, 
Behold him dreſſed with a purple robe, 
In high contempt amidſt the wretched Moab : 
He hath no kingly ſcepter but a reed; 
A thorny crown doth hurt his glorious head. 
Come, follow him along by faith and fee 
Him bear the heavy croſs to Calvary. 
Look how the bloody murth'ring Romiſh bands 
Do rack and pierce with nails his feet and hands : 
See how he's hung '"twixt thieves, as if that he 
Were the worſt malefaQor of the three : 
See how he hangs alof twixt earth and heay'n ; 
How bitter gall and ary is giv'n. 
Look how the precious blood from every wound, 
Falling in purple ſtreams, doth dye the ground. 
See how the prieſts and Scribes do him deride, 
And in contempt and ſcorn do wag the head, 
The ſun as bluſhing doth obſcure his light, 
Withholds his rays and turn the day to night, 
Bat yet a darker night comes from above ; 
Whilſt God from dying Jeſus vails his love : 
Which more accents his grief than all the woes 
And pains he bore from his malicious foes : 
Which bim to cry in bitter ſort doth make, 
My God, my God, why doſi thou me forſake ? 

O! was the bleſſed Jeſus ſcourg'd for me, 
That thro? his painful ſtripes I heal'd might be? 
Was he condemn'd that I might be abſolv'd! 
Were mine iniquitites on him devoly'd ? 
Were theſe the nails that pierc'd his bleſſed hands, 
And tore his lovely feet? Were theſe the bands 
And cords that bound him to the curſed tree, 
That I thereby from death might ſaved be ? 
O did he wear a crown of thorns, that 1 
Might wear a crown of gold eternally ! 
Was it my fin that caus'd him fo to bleed? 
Was it the ſpear that pierc'd his bleſſed fide ? 
Then ſha!l I harbour to my ſins afford 
ad hugg the curſed luſts that kill'd my Lord? 
No, I will not : Old lovers then be gone 
Out of my heart; let Jeſus have the throne, 
Defile his temple, grieve his Sp'rit no more; 
Giye him his place: It grieves my heart ſull (ore,
